NEW GENERAL HOSPITAL 
NOW OPEN TO THE PUBLIC 



Modern Eight Storey Addition to Big Hospital Is Now Open — 
Every Convenience and Improvement Is to be Found. 



Increased efficiency in dealing with 
disease, was one of the features which 
impressed a representative of the Daily 
its he was shown over the new Montreal 
General Hospital by the courteous and 
genial admitting officer, W. ii. Hep- 
burn, M.D., '10. 

The new buildings comprise an eight 
storey fire-proof section and a sepa- 
rate Pathological department. 

In the main addition are located new 
wards, balconies, operating theatres, 
kitchens and dining rooms for the staff. 

The floors throughout have been 
vonstructed with the idea of rendering 
ihem permanent, noiseless and sanitary, 
tills has been attained by construct- 
ing concrete floors covered by a varn- 
ished cork linoleum. 

Another innovation has been intro- 
duced in the scheme of call signals. 

This consists In a system of glass In- 
dicators located in all parts, of the 
^building. When a particular house 
surgeon is desired his number Is flash- 
ed on all these Indicators, Upon per- 
ceiving his number registered he com- 
municates with the central office by In- 
t re ■communicating telephone. 

As already stated In the Dally, the 
students have been provided with thor- 
oughly new quarters. The new dental 
Clfnic will be occupied shortly. 

One of the most Interesting parts in 
the hospital Is the great out-door de- 



I partment, presided over by a very ac- 
commodating gentleman. Mr. Meison, 
who recounted to the Dally man some 
of his experiences in dealing with suf- 
fering humanity.

Ity the correct count, the freshmen I 
overwhelmed the Sophomores by the 
score of 7ii to 39 In the sporle on Sat- 
urday afternoon. The Sophomores did 
well in the .lumps, Inking nil three 
places In the broad jump, and capturing 
the pole vault; but In the weights and 
the runs, the sophs were hopelessly 
outmatched, and apart from the bril- 
liant showing of l.egault In the sprints, 
dropped every event to the freshmen, 
The Inclusion of Moore and Prasor, as 
Freshmen was nuestloned by sonic of 
the officials at the meet, hut a refer- 
ence to the records showed that second ! 
year mods, had In past seasons, been 
classified among the freshmen, for 
sporting purposes alone, of course. Oth- 
erwise, the sc„re would have stood 117 j 
to IS in favor or the Freshmen, 

At all events, the rivalry between the! 
two college years was only a secondary, 
matter. The real Interest In the sports' 
centred In the showing made by the at- 
letes of the Junior years; for on that 
depends the chances of the track team 
for the Intercollegiate championship oui 
the 24th at Kingston, The sports were 
easily the most successful that have 
been held In years; at any rate, from, 
the interest they have stimulated in 
the newcomers to the university. The 
list of entries was much larger than 
for former meets, three heats being t un 
In the hundred, ami two In the hurdles, 
while in the broad jump, eight men 
cleared eighteen feet or better, a re- 
markable performance at a freohman 
meet. In almost every cvr-ntra dozen 
men at least, were entered, though In 
some not a few failed to appear, not- 
ably in the quarter, where Heron and 
Fraser were left to fight it out alone. 

As for Intercollegiate material, suehl 
newcomers as Heron, who won the' 
Muarter and took his heat lit the hund-| 
red In ten anil two; Cromlle, who cover- 
ed the mile three seconds under the five 
minutes in spite of his seventeen 
years: Sutherland, who put the shot at 
Just an Inch under thirty-six feet, anil 1 
captured the other weigh! events with 
ease; Smelzer, who captured the high 
jump from a large field of contestants; I 
P. S. Parsons, who, In spite of hls| 
beef, won the half mile in 2.13 2-5V 
and should be doing It a few seconds I 
better In the next week or two; Gcrric, ! 
who ran a steady race in the three mile, 
and Pope and Eric Parsons who shared 
honors In the hurdles, — ull look like 
valuable acquisitions to the track team, 
wliiie Chlsholm, the pole vaultcr, and I 
Bailey, a freshman from Macdonald 
College, while that fortunate enough to' 
secure flm places, showed good form. ' 

Among the old hands. Ijegnulr was 
In fine form, though Heron nave him 
n very close race In the hundred; and 
Klein did pood work In the Jumps, cap- 
turing tlio broad Jump with a leap ofj 
19 feet 8 1-2 Indien. Rlttenhouse, last' 
year's winner In this event was only an 
Inch behind, nnd both men with prac- 
tice should do twenty feet. Lemay 
took a first In the pole vault, and 
seconds In the hammer and discus, with 
u third place In the broad jump. In 
spite of his strenuous work In the 
morning at the football practice. 

The appearance of Brophy and lie- 
may was one of the features of the day, 
OA hot h men had been standing a heavy 
strain for the three hours Immediately 
before the sports, Brophy only took a 
second In the hurdles and n third in 
the blah Jump: hut he forced Klein to 
take eleven tries at the height before 
the second place was finally determin- 
ed in the high Jump, while he cleared a 
half Inch short of nineteen feet In the 
broad. If Itrophy had appeared In any 
condition, of freshness, there Is no doubt 
that he would huve been a tremend- 
ous point-scorer for his year. 



The hundred yards was the first 
event to be decided. Millier, the Ham- 
ilton crack, failed to (jiut In an ap- 
pearance, but Heron and l.egault furn- 
ished all the sensation required by Win- 
ning their respective heats in Id 2*5, 
a mark that has only twice been beat- 
en In the college sports. In the final, 
l.egault got away to a good start, and 
mlntaincd a slight advantages to the 
finish. Moth men were very ovenly 
matched, and should make a great race 
for It on the 17th, while If they can 
repeat their performances, McGill 
should take both places in (lie hundred 
at the Kingston meet. 

The pole vault brought out a large 
field. Rnlniinth, Sutherland anil U, II. 
Ferguson were eliminated at clghl foot 
six, falling to clear at nine feet. Bro- 
phy and Lemay at this point entered 
the Contest, being late on account of 
the football practice. Brophy missed at 
the nine foot mark, and Chlsholm and 
Lemay were left to right it out till 

Chlsholm, who looks likely to develop 
Into a first -class man. failed at nine 

foot rive, Lemay clearing with ease. 

In the hair mile. Moore started off 
at a good clip, and half way round the 
first lap, Parsons challenged, but 
Moore put on a spurt anil maintained 
the lead till the middle of the second 
lap, when Parsons emtio up again and 
rapidly opened dp a gap of fifteen 
yards. Gordon, who was running third, 
was outsprlnted at the finish by Fish, 
who finished a few yards behind Moore. 

ïhe 2Î9 was' won handily by l.eg- 
ault, Heron saving himself for the 
quarter. l.egault was not pressed and 
should cover the distance In faster 
time. 

The mile was won by Crumble, form- 
erly of Wcstinount Academy, and win- 
ner of i his event In the Junior City 
Championships. Cromblo Is only sev- 
enteen, but is evidently a first-class 
runner, as he won by fifty yards, after 
leading all the way. Struthers stuck 
close lor the first quarter, hut fell he- 
hind and finally dropped oui. Ralston 
and Rutherford were neck ami neck at 
the finish, after having n I tenia ted 
throughout the race. Ralston was un- 
fortunate enough to cross Rutherford's 

path at the finish, and though he fell 
over the line ahead, was awarded 
third place, Rnlnboth showed up well 
in this event, and seemed likely to 
press Crumble close at the hnlfiway 
mark. , 

Heron won the quarter from Fraser, 
both men appearing somewhat nervous, 
and waiting for the other to set the pace. 
Both of them can cover the distance in 
much faster time than was made on 
Saturday. 

The three mile, while, nol run In 
fust time, also caused excitement, 
Cambridge sprinting suddenly a quar- 
ter of a mile from the finish and keep- 
ing up a terrific spurt that almost suc- 
ceeded in cutting down Lawson's lead 
of a hundred yards for second plncu. 
Gertie was never headed In this event, 
and ran easily, Sutherland won all 
the weights, and was the largest point 
scorer of the day, Lemay being a close 
second. Ills shot-put was very fine, 
and should capture a second placo In 
the Intercollegiate, but be will stand 
some Improvement in the discus nnd 
hammer. Bailey, a Miiedonald man, 
put the shot almost thirty-three feet. 
and 1 Wagner, a Freshman, also showed 
class In this event, his throw only be- 
ing a few inches behind Bailey. Lemay 
was only two feet behind Sutherland 
in the discus. 

The hurdles were not run In fnst 
time, though there looks to be plenty 
of good material for this event, ttho 
seven entries being all very evenly 



matched. Parsons, alter winning, was 
disqualified for vaulting a hurdle, ami 
Pope, who ran him close and beat hint 
in the heat, was awarded the event. 

In the broad jump Klein. Rltten- 
house and Lemay bettered nineteen 
feet; Brophy fulled to reach that 
mark by only half an Inch; Macfarlaue 
was two Inches short and Smelzer 
three; while Parke and Ferguson both 
cleared eighteen feet. All eight men 
should he heard from again In this 
cm ni on the college sports day. 

In the high Jump Smelzer was the 
only one to clear at five foot one and 
a half, leaving Ferguson, Brophy, Suth- 
erland, Lemay and Klein all tied 'one 
inch below. Klein finally cleared the 
winning height after eleven tries, Bro- 
phy taking third place. 

It was one of tin- finest features of 
the day that so many men entered for 
each event. No college, sports can he 
successful with. mi ten or a dozen men 
at least In each event, and all these 

who took part In the Freshman-Sopho- 
more sports are strongly urged to keep 
on Improving their condition, w hile any 
who feel that they can approach with- 
in a fair dlstutH f Saturday's marks 

should be out without delay, as McGill 
Is out to win all three championships 
this year. With MncdOUgal], dishing, 
Mackenzie, Hague. Hovoy, Stanley and 
Allen In addition to those who were 
out Saturday, there Is nil the material 
for a first-class track team. With 
the absolute essential or hard work on 
the part of each man, there is no rea- 
son why Hie truck cup should not re- 
turn to McGill. 

The thanks of the club are due to the 
football team, who kindly agreed, to 
hold their practice at no small Incon- 
venlnece between the hours of eleven 
and two, i(i allow the track men the 
full use of the campus.

A very successful meeting of the 
Association of Railway Graduâtes of 
MçOIll was held Saturday night hi 
the Union. Quite a number of men 
were present, including Professor 
Keay. 

As shewn nhove, the subject under 
discussion was the relative safety of 
operation of Steam Hoads of F.ngland 
and America. 

Before the meet Inn was thrown open 
for a general discussion, several long 
letters were read from men «lui were 
Unable tu be present, or who were Mil- 
itated ton fnr m way. 

Many Items of Interest were brought 

up. The various methods of despatch- 
ing ami controlling the operation of 
trains, such us the automatic block 
signais, the manual, (he manual block, 
Hie telegraph block, and the time-table 
nul train-order systems were all dis- 
•ussed. 

The question, too, of the permanent 
element, upon which depends so much, 
was talked of from various points uf 
view. The matter of Involved rules, 

complicated signal systems, confusing 
ind conflicting bulletins, and even 
the "Safety Plrst" movement culled 
for remarks all around. 

The two recent disastrous wrecks, 
one on this continent on the New 



the other on the Mldlun hvny In 

England, were compared, and Inter- 
esting points brought nut. 

Dlllerent opinions of the so-called 
"Full Crew" legislation In many 
Sta.tes in America were proffered, nnd 
this point led down to a discussion 
of the Trainmen and Engineers' Bro- 
therhoods, and even a short tall; over 
the Increase of wages and the justl- 
I flcntlon of higher freight ra.tes. 

The character of rolling stock and 
roadbed, both in the different view- 
points ,>r rirst construction and cost 
of maintenance, was talked over and 
interesting comparisons made. Then 
a general summary of all the factors 

entering Into safe and economical op- 
eration was made before the meeting 
broke up. 

The general feeling ran high over 
the success of the meeting and opin- 
ions were freely given that It was ex- 
tremely satisfactory to think that, al- 
though the youngest <>r any depart- 
; sent In the Faculty of Science, tho 
Department ot Railways wits rapidly 
coining to tlie front. 

The next meeting of the Associa- 
tion will be held on December 6th, 
lull as yot no subject of discussion 
has been announce*: It will. In nil 
probability, appear later In these col- 
umns. 



SIR GILBERT PARKER WILL DELIVER 
UNIVERSITY LECTURE THIS AFTERNOON 

World-famous Canadian Author and Statesman to Talk on the Relation of the University to Art and 
Literature — Honorary Degrees at Special Convocation Afterwards

of the most important events of the 
year nnd coming ns ll does, on tho an- 
niversary of the birth of the founder of 
the university It is attracting mure at- 
tention this year thun usual. 

Hlr Gilbert Parker needs no Intro- 
duction to McOill students. His name 
in a household word both In Canada 
and lu the British Isles, both on ac- 



count of his literary and political 
achievements. 

The subject of the lecture, The Ilela- 
tlon of the University to Art and Liter- 
ature. Is of especial Interest at this 
time because of the presence in Mont- 
real of une of the greatest Shakesper- 
o:in scholars and actors that tho world 
has ever seen. Mr. Benson will also ho 
present at the lecture and afterwards, 
at tho speelnl convocation which will 
bo held, for tho purpose of conferring 
honorary degrees on both himself and 
the speaker of the. day.

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PHYSICAL EDUCATIONALISTS 



The McGlll School of Physical Edu- 
cation held Us third session dnriiïg the 
summer at Macdonald College. The 
School was established in June, 1918, 
to train teachers of Physical Educa- 
tion. Then- Is a growing demand for 
really qualified teachers of this subject 
and hitherto nil those who sought 
training had to go to the United States, 

All schools in Canada are beginning 
to realizé the fact that an expert 
teacher of physical education must be 
attached to the staff if tho physical 
work is to be efficiently taught; thai Is 
to say, if it Is to be taught with under- 
standing ami with knowledge of the 
right typo of work needed for the 
growing hoy anil girl. The aim of the 
McGill School of Physical Education, 
therefore, is to supply the province, 
and perhaps ultimately the Dominion, 
with qualified teachers of Physical 
Education, who will he equipped to 
tench educative and recreative gym- 
nastics, (the latter includes all types of 
games, folk dances and athletics). 

The full course of the school, which 
is divided into three sessions, embraces 
the following subjects, which are pro- 
gressed during tho entire course, edu- 
cational gymnastics In all its branches, 
theory of movement, applied anatomy, 
physlotogy, personal, school and publia 
hygiene; games and athletics; folk 
dancing: playground equipment 'and 
psychology of play; first aid; manual 
work; class management ami teaching 
of all practical subjects; physiology of 
exercise; anthropometry; physical dia- 
gnosis; heredity and evolution; ele- 
mentary psychology. The July session 



is the first time that the School has 
been residential and Macdotmld Col- 
lege prayed an ideal place in every 
way to hold such a course. Tho situa- 
tion and beautiful surroundings made 
the residential life enjoyable; the 
splendid gymnasium and swimming 
baths combined with other suitable ac- 
commodation, helped to make the or- 
ganization an excellent one. Three 
students, Miss K. Itoyd, Miss 13, A. Rob- 
erts and Miss M. i\ llardmau com- 
pleted the course and all obtained first 
class diplomas. Of those, Miss Roberts 

I has been appointed assistant instruct- 
or of gymnastics at Macdonald Col- 

j lege. 

The other students attending the 
School were the Misses F. Hon, 1>. 
Cauldwell, M. Craven, C, Mathcwson, 
J. M. Norrls, M. Sheridan. O. Spearing, 
E, 1.. Wain. The staff consisted of Dr. 
Harvey. Professor Simpson, Dr. Tees. 
Dr. Jones, l'rof. Dale, Misses It. Clark, 
S. Huberts, It. Smith and E. M. Cart- 
wright. 

The School is In charge of tho fol- 
lowing committee: l'rof. Dale, chair- 
man; Dr. F. \V. Harvey, medical direc- 
tor; Ethel M. Çartwrlgnt, secretary, 
and physical director; Principal Peter- 
son, Ethel Hurlbatt, warden of the 
[loyal Victoria College; Dr. Purtnelee, 
Major Mill. C. B. Powter. 

A winter school similar to tho one 
held last session will begin about Nov- 
ember 1st and will last until May. Any 
Of tho courses are open to partial stu- 
dents.

For the first year no hard and fast 
rules have been passed relative to tho 
new system, the different sororities 
being merely placed on their honor to 
follow ou i the regulations laid down i>y 
the Pnn-Hcllonlc League. 

Miss Helen Wagner, president of the 
Longue, stated yesterday that she be- 
lieved that all of the Ann Arbor sn- 
rorltles would live up to the ruins.

In legislation for the protection of 
shade and street tree.-, the Province of 
Ontario sets a good example for the 
test of the Dominion.

To-day appears in the calendar as Founder's Day. It is the an- 
niversary of the birth of the Hon. James McGill, who founded the 
University and after whom it is named. Few of the students when 
they come to McGill for the first time know from whence the Uni- 
versity receives its name, or, if they do, know practically nothing 
about the founder, nor anything regarding the University's early his- 
tory. 

The University's growth and development from its foundation 
as a small and unimportant college in 1821, is an interesting and il- 
luminative study ; and on the occasion of the founder's birthday a 
short resume of the foundation and early history is not out of place. 
From small beginnings the University has at last become one of the 
leading universities not only of Canada but of the British Empire, 
and the time is not far distant when she will take her place as one of 
the world's leading educational institutions and centres of thought. 

McGill Unh ersity owes its origin to a private endowment. It wasi 
founded by the Hon. James McGill, a leading merchant and public-' 
spirited citizen of Montreal who died in 1813. By his will he be- ; 
queathed his property of Burnside, and a sum of fifty thousand clol- 
lars, to found a college in a provincial university, the erection of 
which had already been provided for by the British Government. 

The four trustees, appointed under his will, were to convey the 
property to the Royal Institution for the Advancement of Learning 
in the Province of Quebec. The conditions upon which the property 
was to be transferred were, mainly, that the Institution should, within 
ten years after the testator's decease, erect and establish on his Burn- 
side estate "A university or college for the purposes of education and 
the advancement of learning in this Province;" and that the college, 
or one of the colleges in the university, if established, should "be owners by tuTscnin^

Owing to persistent opposition by the leaders of one section of 
the people to any system of Government education, and to the refus- 
al of the Legislature to make the grants of land and money which 
had been promised, the proposed establishment of the Provincial uni- 
versity by the British Government was abandoned. In so far as the 
McGill College was concerned, however, the Royal Institution at 
once took action by applying for a charter. This was granted in 
1 82 1 , and the Royal Institution prepared to take possession of the ^^JJ*,®' 
estate; but, owing to protracted litigation, this was not surrendered 
to them till 1829, when the work of teaching was begun in two facul- 
ties — Arts and Medicine. 

The record of the first thirty years of the University's existence 
is an unbroken, tale of financial embarrassment and administrative 
difficulties. 

The charter was cumbrous and unwieldy, and unsuited to a 
small college in the circumstances of this country; and the Univers- 
ity, with the exception of its Medical faculty, became almost extinct. 
But, after thirty years, the citizens of Montreal awoke to the value of 
the institution which was struggling in their midst. Several gentlemen 
undertook the responsibility of its rc-organizalion, and, in 1852, an 
amended charter was secured. The Governor-General of Canada 
for the time being. Sir Edmund Head, became interested in its for- 
tunes, and in 1855, with the advent of a new Principal, an era of pro- 
gress and prosperity began. 

A course in Law was begun in connection with the Faculty of 
Arts in 1848, and the department was established as a separate fac- 
ulty in 1853. The Faculty of Applied Science, was not regularly 
organized until 1 878, but a course in Engineering, which was am- 
plified into the Department of Practical Science in 1 87 1 , was given 
under the Faculty of Arts as far back as 1856; the Faculty of Agri- 
culture was established in 1907.

While even tlie owner may not re- 
move shade trees on highways without 
the consent of the municipal council, 
yet, on the other hand, not even the 
municipal council may remove any live 
trees without the consent of the own- 
er of the property lu Iront of which- 
the tree stands, unless such lice Is 
within thirty feet of other trees, and 
even then the owner must be given at 
least two days' notice and can demand 
compensation If he has planted and 
protected such tree. 

The property-owner who Is aware of 
his rights In these respects will take 
greater Interest In and greater care of 
the trees bordering the highway op- 
•oslte his property. Me will also' have 
more Incentive to plant shade trees.

There was ten per cent, less lumber 
eut in Canada during 1912 than In the 
preceding year, the total quantity 
amounting to 4,389,723,000 feet, board 
measure, valued at $(iV,4TS,7$4. The 
shingle and lath production amounted 
lo $6,239,941, and square timber netted 
$1,825,15-4, making the total value of 
lumber and allied products in 1912 
equal to $76,540,879. 

Spruce is Canada's most Important 
conifer, or "softwood," for it made up 
over one-third the amount of lumber 
and lath cut in 1912, and also consti- 
tuted over three-quarters of Ihe pulp- 
wood production for the same year.
